The youngest victim of last week’s mass 
shooting is getting better by the day but 
his mother worries that her 3-year-old 
son’s fears are just beginning. 

“I don’t think he ever gonna, you 
know, feel safe in a park,” Shamarah 
Leggett, 24, said Monday outside the 
hospital where her son, Deonta Howard, 
was being treated for a gunshot wound to 
the face. “He always say he want to go to 
the park. He say, ‘I don’t wanna go on the 
baby swing, I wanna go on the big people 
swing.’ ... But since he been talking, he 
hasn’t said anything about a park. He just 
wanna go home.” 

Leggett said she was with her son 
Thursday night as he played basketball. 

When the shots rang out, people fell to 
the ground, either to take cover or be- 
cause they were hit, she said. 

As Leggett looked up, she saw her 
son’s face covered in blood. “He wasn’t 
crying,” she recalled Monday ‘And I 
said, ‘Baby be still because you got a big 
hole in your face.’ ” 

The bullet hit the boy in the ear and 
exited his cheek. On Monday, his mother 
told the Tribune her boy was expected to 
go home in a few days. His face and right 
eye remained swollen, but he is eager to 
leave Mount Sinai Hospital, she said. 

Leggett said her son will later need re- 
constructive plastic surgery He had been 


scheduled to start preschool Monday 
“He just keep saying, ‘Ma, they shot 
me, they shot me with a gun. You heard 
me, mama?’ And I say, ‘Yeah, I heard 
you.’ But I just say, ‘You OK. You a big 
boy. You a soldier.’ ” 

While she called her neighborhood 
tight-knit, Leggett said the shooting has 
left her pondering a move to the suburbs 
so her sons can grow up in a more “peace- 
ful” environment. Her brother, Jerome 
Howard, 21, was fatally shot in Wood- 
lawn earlier this month, she said. 

“Everybody that got shot {Thursday}, 
we like a family Tou know? We was all up 
at the park together. We either live next 
door to each other or downstairs from 
each other or, you know, across the alley 
or around the corner.” 

He wasn’t 
crying. 

And I said, ‘Baby, 
be still because 
you got a big hole 
in your face.’ ”

Rates of DUI vary across neighborhoods

Ten a night— that’s the number of Chicagoans pulled over for driving 
under the influence, on average. A total of 3,795 people were arrested 
for driving under the influence of drugs or alcohol in Chicago last year, 
according to Chicago Police data. 

That annual total has been on the decline since 2008, when nearly 
4,300 people were arrested for various DUI offenses, from causing 
accidental deaths (there were six in 2008; four in 2012) to operating a 
motorboat or watercraft while intoxicated (three in 2008; zero in 2012). 



DRIVING UNDER THE INFLUENCE 

Though the number of 2011 U.S. deaths tied to drunk driving dropped slightly from the year before, more than 9,000 
people died in crashes in which the driver was impaired with a level over the legal limit of a 0.08 blood alcohol content.

All these numbers come amid increased 
attention on DUI incidents statewide and in 
Chicago. In May the National Transporta- 
tion Safety Board urged state governments 
to lower the blood-alcohol concentration 
permitted for drivers to 0.05 percent from 
0.08, the current threshold for a DUI. And 
in July Illinois took its locking Breathalyzer 
system for repeat offenders a step further 
by requiring users to install cameras in their 
cars as well. 

Some Chicagoans think the stigma 
against DUIs is catching up with the act. 

“I think that generationally that was 
something that was instilled, that you need 
to have a designated driver,” said Jenell Fil- 
line, 22, of Logan Square. “Talking to my 
mom, she said it just wasn’t a big focus be- 
fore.” 

But for many, drunk driving is still cause 
for concern, particularly after sports games 
and other major events that draw people 
from all over the Chicago area with cars. 
‘After games here, you’re pretty closed to 
getting clipped even though you have the 
green walk sign,” said Christie Dulang, 33, of 
Wrigleyville. “It’s the [people from the sub- 
urbs] that come here to party and then have 
to drive home. Most of us that live in the 
city, we don’t have cars. There are drunks on 
the CTA, and they’re a pain in the ass, but at 
least they’re not driving anywhere.” 

For people like Rita Kreslin, who has 
watched the system closely over the past de- 
cade both as the mother of a DUI victim and 
as executive director of the Alliance Against 
Intoxicated Motorists, the daily numbers 
show Illinois still has a long way to go. 

“Sit in any of the courtrooms, felony or 
misdemeanor, traffic court, you can see the 
volume of casing coming in and out— it’s like 
a revolving door,” she said.

thirds of the state’s DUI arrests were under 
the age of 35. 

The most common time to get caught? 
Between 11 p.m. and 4 a.m. In Chicago, 
the most common hour to get stopped is 
between 1 a.m. and 2 a.m., when most bars 
close, according to Chicago Police data. 
One recent high-profile DUI-related death 
occurred in the early evening last May when 
cyclist Bobby Cann was struck and killed by 
a car while riding in Old Town. 

Illinois has received national praise for 
pioneering some measures to reduce the 
DUI rate. First-time DUI offenders in Il- 
linois have their drivers licenses suspended 
unless they agree to have a Breath Alcohol 
Ignition Interlock Device installed in their 
cars. BAUD requires drivers to blow into a 
Breathalyzer hooked up to their car before 
they can start it. The system also keeps a 
record of those who blow above the blood 
alcohol limit, and how often they do it. 

“One driver recorded 10 failures in a 
60-day period of time,” in 2012, said Jesse 
White, the Illinois secretary of state. “If 
these individuals did not have this device 
in their auto, someone could have died as a 
result.” 

The cost of the Breathalyzer plus camera: 
About $1,500, and maybe some of your dig- 
nity, White said. 

Imagine, ‘A young man, just met a beauti- 
ful young lady, wants to take them on a date, 
and the first thing they have to do is blow 
into the device,” he said. “I think that could 
make for a bad evening and an embarrassing 
evening.” 

Kreslin said the increasing social stigma 
against having a DUI record is also keeping 
some people from getting behind the wheel 
of a car after drinking.

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Watch Rae Gray 
at Lookingglass and 
on 'Boardwalk Empire’

She’s a University of Chicago senior, but na- 
tive Chicagoan Rae Gray isn’t worried about 
finding a job after graduation. She’s been 
working as an actress since she was five. 

“I think education is very important and 
it’s important to have a degree, but it’s not 
something that I need to further pursue act- 
ing and I’m not at school to learn how to act,” 
she said. “I’m just there for the experience of 
going to college and to get the liberal arts edu- 
cation.” 

In addition to more than ioo voice-over 
roles and nearly two decades of work on stag- 
es across Chicago, Gray has recently 
portrayed a range of characters 
spanning from a heroin-ad- 
dicted streetwalker in NBC’s 
“Chicago Fire” to a popular 
girl dealing with the con- 
sequences of a terrible 
accident in “Slowgirl” 
at Steppenwolf, where 
she co-starred with Wil- 
liam Petersen of “CSI.” 

In March 2014, “Slowgirl” 
director and Steppenwolf en- 
semble member Randall Arney 
remounts the production with the 
original cast at LA’s Geffen Playhouse, 
where he is the artistic director. 

While her past and her future are both ex- 
citing, the present is doubly so. This week, 
she appears in a small recurring role on 
HBO’s “Boardwalk Empire” and embodies 
the late French novelist Marguerite Duras as 
a young woman in “The North China Lover” 
with Lookingglass Theatre Company The 
world premiere adaptation tells Duras’ auto- 
biographical tale of her steamy affair as a poor 
teenage schoolgirl in 1930s Indochina with a 
wealthy 27-year-old Chinese man. The pro- 
vocative and haunting production, adapted 
and directed by ensemble member Heidi 
Stillman, requires Gray to step even further 
out of her comfort zone.

Neverias: sweet 
treats year-round

As fall’s cool days swiftly start to outnumber 
those warm ones on the tail end of sum- 
mer, mojitos and margaritas are replaced by 
warm cider and pumpkin spice lattes. But for 
flavor-lovers with a sweet tooth, the 
wonders of Mexican neverias 
(ice cream shops) are hard 
to part with. Does the 
cold, Chicago winter 
mean the end of 
mole-flavored ice 
cream and man- 
gonadas? 

Maya Mendez 
of Paleteria Las 
Tarascas in Pilsen 
said she’s kept her 
shop open for the 
past two winters (this 
year will be her third). 

“I was surprised to learn 
after my first year that a lot of 
people actually want ice cream in the 
winter,” she said. 

Admittedly Las Tarascas isn’t as well- 
trafficked as it is on those 90 -degree days, 
but it’s enough to justify keeping her business 
up and running year-round. Mendez offers 
specialty flavors in the winter, like pep- 
permint in December, in addition to her 
most popular flavors such as strawberry and 
Chocolate Abuelita, an ice cream made with 
the popular Mexican hot chocolate. 

Mendez makes all her own ice cream and is 
supplying the frozen confections to newcom- 
er Delicias Natural (where you can find that 


mole ice cream, $2 for a single scoop), which 
opened last month in Avondale. “I actually 
go to the store to buy my own mangos,” she 
said, indicative of the pride many neveria 
owners have in the freshness of their ingre- 
dients. “We chop the fruit to order,” 
Delicias owner Jesus Saavedra 
said. “It’s fresher that way” 
Fresh fruit is standard 
for many of the treats 
found in neverias and 
paleterias, shops 
that sell paletas, 
popsicles made with 
fruit and water or 
milk. “Everything 
is homemade,” said 
Silvia Hernandez 
about her Irving Park 
shop Alaska Paleteria 
and Neveria. 

Hernandez and her hus- 
band Bolivar are opening a second 
shop in Albany Park and, while Alaska 
was closed this winter, they plan to keep both 
locations open year-round. 

Hernandez said many of her flavors offer 
Mexicans living in Chicago a taste of home. 
“We like to bring back the flavors you had 
when you were child, flavors you won’t find at 
Baskin-Robbins,” she said. Hers include pine 
nut, avocado and chongos zamorano (milk 
curd with cinnamon). 

“Mexican people remember the flavors 
they used to have when they were kids. We 
like bringing back those memories from 
childhood,” she said.

In the opening segment of Sunday’s 65th 
Primetime Emmy Awards, host Neil Patrick 
Harris said the industry had gathered to cel- 
ebrate the best in television. 

“For our younger audience, that’s the thing 
you watch on your phones,” Harris quipped. 

The humor highlighted the crux of the 
television industry’s dilemma: Technology 
has rapidly changed the way consumers watch 
TV, as the landscape has become increasingly 
crowded with services that compete with the 
traditional TV networks for viewers. 

“I don’t think the word ‘Netflix’ was spoken 
during the broadcast, but the entire subtext 
of that opening sketch was Netflix,” said Ted 
Sarandos, the company’s chief content officer. 
“That was pretty amazing.” 

After winning best drama for “Breaking 
Bad,” the show’s creator, Vince Gilligan, cred- 
ited Netflix for helping establish an audience 
for the show after early seasons did not per- 
form strongly in the Nielsen ratings. 

“Netflix kept us on the air,” Gilligan said. 

Catch-up viewing also can drive people 
back to the network that originally televised 
the show 

“Breaking Bad,” which ends its run on 
AMC next week, has enjoyed record rat- 
ings this season after thousands of viewers 


streamed episodes through Netflix. Sunday 
night’s penultimate episode attracted nearly 
7 million viewers— even though it played op- 
posite the Emmy telecast on CBS. 

In fact, Sarandos said, the most-watched 
program on Netflix on Sunday night was the 
2008 pilot episode of “Breaking Bad.” 

“That means that new people who have 
never seen a single episode of ‘Breaking Bad’ 
are checking it out,” the executive said. 

“It is a pretty interesting moment in how 
people are consuming television,” AMC Pres- 
ident Charles Collier said. “The entire ecosys- 
tem is functioning in a way that really helps 
television.” 

But at the same time, Netflix and Ama- 
zon are increasingly becoming competitors 
to ABC, AMC, CBS, HBO and Showtime, 
attracting viewers as well as some of Holly- 
wood’s A-list producers, directors and writers. 

The percentage of homes that have Netflix 
subscriptions increased to 38 percent of the 
country this year, up from 31 percent of homes 
in 2012, according to a recent Nielsen report. 
Amazon’s video service Amazon Prime In- 
stant Video increased to 13 percent of the 
market, up from 7 percent a year ago. At the 
same time, 88 percent of the Netflix viewers 
surveyed said they watched three or more epi- 
sodes of the same show on the same day

Miss Piggy is finally getting the attention 
and recognition she desperately sought. 

On Tuesday, the glamorous, fame-seeking 
pig secured her place in history when she 
and some of puppeteer Jim Henson’s other 
creations were donated to the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

Twenty-one of Henson’s puppets from 
“Sesame Street,” “The Muppet Show” and 
other projects— including Cookie Mon- 
ster, Bert, Ernie, Fozzie Bear and the Swed- 
ish Chef— will join Miss Piggy’s longtime 
squeeze, Kermit the Frog, in the Jim Henson 
Collection at the Museum of American His- 
tory on Washington’s National Mall. 

Tuesday’s induction ceremony took place 
on what would have been Muppet creator 
Henson’s 77 th birthday 

Puppeteer Henson, the creative mind 
behind the long-running children’s shows 
“Sesame Street” and “The Muppet Show,” 
died in 1990 . 

His wife and collaborator Jane Henson 
died in April. 

“I’m so happy to have my father’s work be 


part of the cultural heritage of this country,” 
said Cheryl Henson, one of the couple’s chil- 
dren and president of the Jim Henson Foun- 
dation. “When you look at these different 
characters, you can hear their voices. They 
are like living beings.” 

Miss Piggy will be on view within the mu- 
seum’s ‘American Stories” exhibition start- 


ing in March. Several other Muppets and 
“Sesame Street” characters from the collec- 
tion will be part of a broader puppetry dis- 
play beginning in November. 

“The Muppets are very much a touchstone 
to my childhood,” said museum director 
John Gray, who called “The Muppet Show,” 
“the best example of American vaudeville.”

Burger King has introduced lower-fat french 
fries as consumer groups and nutrition experts 
in the U.S. increase pressure on the food indus- 
try to offer healthier alternatives. 

The Miami-based chain said late Monday 
that its new “Satisfies” contain 40 percent less 
fat and 30 percent fewer calories than those 
sold by archrival McDonald’s, which is widely 
considered to have the fast-food industry’s 
most popular french fries. 

McDonald’s declined Tuesday to say wheth- 
er it will offer its own lower-fat fries. 

Some restaurant operators are embracing 
healthier food in large part because many con- 
sumers will pay a bit more for it. 

To that end, Burger King will sell its new 
fries for a premium, at a suggested price of 
$1.89 for a small portion versus $1.59 for its 
existing fries. A small serving of the new Satis- 
fies has 270 calories and 11 grams of fat, while 
the older Burger King fries have 340 calories 
and 15 grams of fat. 

Burger King’s new fries are crinkle-cut 
and thinly coated with a batter that absorbs 
less oil, the company said. They were devel- 


oped in partnership with french fry supplier 
McCain Foods and are exclusive to Burger 
King, a spokeswoman told Reuters. 

More than one-third of Americans are 
obese, and about 10 percent of the U.S. health 
care bill is tied to obesity-related illnesses such 
as Type 2 diabetes, heart disease and hyperten- 
sion, according to the Organization for Eco- 


nomic Co-operation and Development. 

The Center for Science in the Public Inter- 
est is among the groups lobbying the U.S. food 
industry to make healthier products. 

Margo Wootan, its director of nutrition 
policy called Burger King’s new fries a “step in 
the right direction” and urged the chain to do 
more.
